WHY BLONDES 
GET FRECKLES 


Less Pigment Than 
Brunettes Who Tan 


By Logan Ctendening, MD, 
Will vinegar or olive oll'on the 
.skin hasten a quick tan and pre- 
vent peeling? 

Nothing will hasten tanning. 
‘Tanning is the mobilization ‘of the 
pigment producing cells of the 
body reacting evenly to the stimu- 
lus of light. The brunettes have 
more pigment than the blondes and 
therefore tan quicker and more 
painlessly. Blondes have less pig- 
ment and tan unevenly—freckles, 
and some blondes have no pigment 


“at all to speak of, and-burn and 


peel and redden and suffer over 
and over again. There is no way to 
change these fundamental differ- 
ences in skins: the pigmentless 
blondes should be protected from 
sunlight if they are to avold’re- 
action—and sometimes "severe ill- 
hhesses result from sunburn. 
Vinegar evaporates in the sun- 
light and has no effect on tanning 
or peeling. Any non-volatile oll. in- 
terferes to some extent with the ab- 
sorption of light and therefore pro- 
tects against sunburn and subse- 
quent peeling. An oll with some 
dark pigment may filter ght suf- 
ficlently to make tanning a slower 
and more even process, avolling 
the unpleasant preliminary stage 
burning.

Sensitivity to sunlight exists. It 
takes two forms. In one, hive re- 
actions—itching and swelling occur 
at the point of contact. This comes 
on immediately andq lasts a short 
time. In the other, there is itch- 
ing, redness, secretion and scaling: 
it is a delayed reaction, becomes 
more pronounced the second day 
and lasts a week. Both types can 
be prevented with ultra-violet rays 
in doses just short of the amount 
that produces a seaction.

tary training this year practically 

all male students will receive mili- 

tary training. 

University authorities and the 
students’ own sentiments will see to 
that. Heads of Canadian universi- 
ties met -early this summer in 
Ottawa and aites consultations with 
defence authorities decided stud- 
ents would taxe their exercise in 
squad drill, marching, bayonet 
training and musketry Instead of 
in games. * 

All intercollegiate sport is can- 
celled for the duration of the war 
and military training of some sort 
will be compulsory for all male stu- 
dents at most, if not all, Cansdian 
colleges and universities. 

Compulsory Say Colleges 

It willl be made compulsory, so 
far as students under the age of 21 
are_concerned, by the college and 
umilversity authorities, not by the 

i government of Canada, 

The government proposes to 
up single men for military 
starting at the age of 21 but the 
majority of the 25,000 odd = male 
students in Canadian institutions 
of higher learning are under that 
age. For those over the age of 21 
whatever training they may be re- 
quired to take under the National 
Resources Mobilization Act, in ad- 
dition to that recelved in college, 
will be provided during vacation 
periods. 

Most Canadian universities al- 
ready have military organizatiqns 
in the Canadian Officers ‘Trainthg 
Corps. These will operate on a 
larger scale than ever during the 
coming college year. 

Admission to the Officers Train- 
ing Corps will be selective and, pos- 
sibly, on a competitive basis. The 
faim will be to give the officers® 
l course to students who show prom- 
| tse of being good officers. 

For the bulk of the male students 
another military formation giving 
the standard basic military train- 
ing provided in the training cen- 
thes. set up for the non-permanent 
active militia will be established in 
each institution large enough to 
warrant it \

How Jong can it rain! Many 
looking up at the clouds wonder 
Just how long it will rain, oF 
how long it will -take for tne 
clouds to rain themse]ves dry. 
This never happens; the alr is 
never rained dry. But since the 
rain comes not only from mols- 
ture which was already in tne 
air over a certain place, but 
also from imported air conttn- 
uily brought in by the wine, 
rain may continue as as the 
process which is making it rain 
continues. This may be for a 
short or a-long time. A change 
of the wind’ may cut off tne 
supply of moist alr and ‘he 
rain will stop; or bring In air 
of gteater water content and 
intensify the rainfall.

Year's War Orders Cost 
About $300,000,000 


Canada’s Industrial plant, acceler- 
ating and expanding from day to 
day under the drive of war, has 
taken governmental war orders es 
timated at approximately $300,000, 
000 in the first year of the war. 


The expansion itself, about equal- 
ly shared Sy Canada and Great 
Britain, cost and is costing- $150- 
000,000. 

The almost daily publication of 
war orders means that Canadian 
industry is rising to the needs of 
war on a grand scale, Air traln- 
ing depots are to be built and 
equipped, army camps enlarged and 
equipped for winter occupation, 
naval craft are to be built, the en- 
listed forces to be clothed and 
armed. 

The result will be that, Canada 
is producing war material as never 
before. Plant building is largely 
accounted for by three categories 
of need: explosives, arms and com- 
modities for manufacture of metals 
and chemicals. 

Of war orders placed, the largest 
Is for aircraft and aircraft sup 
plies. J'It is worth about $75,000,000, 
MectSinical transport, shipbuilding 
and construction run this figure a 
close second.
